Bug Off! Clothes Moths 


Wizzie Brown 


lothes moths can cause considerable 

damage to materials containing 
wool, fur or other animal-derived prod- 
ucts. There are two common clothes 
moths, case-making clothes moths and 
webbing clothes moths. The names 
describe the larval (caterpillar) stage of 
the moth. Case-making clothes moths 
spin silken cases that they drag along with 
them while they feed. Webbing clothes 
moths feed within silken burrows that 
they spin over the surface of fabric. 

Adults are small, tan moths about 3/8 
an inch long. They are weak fliers and 
avoid light. Larvae like to feed in protect- 
ed areas, such as folded clothing, and 
rarely leave their food source. 
m To reduce or avoid clothes moth 

problems, the following tips may be help- 
ful: 


Locate & remove any infested items. 
Look in drawers & closets; on the 
floor; on or under furniture; on or in 


walls, ceilings & attics 


m Launder or dry clean clothing 


Periodically shake & air out items such 
as rugs & clothing 

Use heat and/ or cold to kill insects in 
infested items 


m Thoroughly clean storage areas 


m Store clothing in tightly sealed contain- 


ers 
Cedar is not that effective in repelling 
clothes moths. Cedar must be freshly 
cut or chipped for vapors to be effec- 
tive, and vapors lose potency quickly 
Mothballs (naphthalene or paradichlo- 
robenzene) can be used to repel insects 
m Read and follow all label instruc- 


tions 


m Use only in sealed areas or closed 
containers 

m Note that the fumes from these 
products may soften or melt 
some plastics 

m Insecticide sprays can be used to sup- 
plement sanitation techniques 

m Remove all items from the area 
before treating with an insecti- 
cide 

m Allow area to completely dry 


before returning items

National Night Out (NNO) 

This year’s overall Austin NNO Kick- 
Off Event took place at Mueller Airport 
Lake on October 3, and included music, 


food, and safety themed vendors who 
gave out items to be put in goody bags 
for the NNO parties that occurred all 
over Austin on Tuesday, October 6. We 
had 17 parties in Allandale, and many 
were visited by safety personnel such as 
police officers, EMS, code compliance 
and fire fighters. Every year the evening 
proves to be a great way for folks to get 
out and be with neighbors as well as 
build relationships with first responders. 
If your block didnt have a party this year 
and youd like to make sure one occurs 
next year, please let me know. 


Graffiti, Burglary 

Graffiti continues to be an ongoing 
battle, most notably at NW Park and the 
PONY field in particular. On August 3, I 
met with with Parks and Recreation 
Department personnel and an Allandale 
resident interested in helping eradicate 
graffiti at NW Park, and the plan was 
made to use park crews to paint over or 
clean up tags that take less than 30 min- 
utes to eliminate. The Allandale Safety 


Committee will continue to make police 
reports and clean up graffiti as well. 

An odd incident occurred in August 
when items that were identified as stolen 
from a house on Twin Oaks were discard- 
ed next to freshly painted graffiti on 
benches at the PONY field. I wanted to 
link the burglary and tagging but there 
was no way to prove this and there were 
no suspects in either case. 

The good news, according to a Sep- 
tember 15 article in the Statesman enti- 
tled "Task Force to Crack Down on Bur- 
glaries,” is that Austin has a new burglary 
task force to improve our 11% solve rate, 
so hopefully burglaries will be investigat- 
ed more thoroughly. The city budget also 
includes 500 body cameras and money 
for about 50 new officers but unfortu- 
nately does not include a graffiti detec- 


tive.

and pedestrians/bikers sharing the space, 
the safety committee has looked into the 
application process for speed mitigation 
requests. According to Steven Romero of 
the Local Area Traffic Management 
(LATM) program, funds are tight and 
plans may not get funded this year, but it 
makes sense to fill out the application. A 
resident who lives along GNB will be 
doing so since, according to the LATM 
section of the city's website, “you must 
live, work or own property along a street 
to request speeding mitigation for that 
street." 

If the Allandale list-serv is any indica- 
tion of neighborhood sentiment, some 
people are not happy with the speed 
humps on Foster, so we are looking for 
possibilities other than speed humps on 
GNB. Steven Romero was not hopeful 
that many other options are available, 
however, since we cant keep the speed 
trailer up, cameras have been problematic 
elsewhere, and there isn't room for traffic 
circles at the intersections. 


Since the speed humps went in on Foster, 
a block captain asked how he can get them 
because people are cutting though his street 
now. It figures this would happen. 


Crime Stats 

Since the August newsletter there have 
been two burglary of residences (BORs), 
one on W. North Loop Boulevard and 
the other on Marilyn. The one on Mari- 
lyn was a staged home for sale and two 
'TVs were stolen. There have been 12 bur- 
glary of vehicles (BOVs) since the end of 
July, four of which were at NW Park/ 
Pool. In most cases wallets, purses, and 
computers were stolen. If you must leave 
any of these items in your car please hide 
them and do so before you get to the spot 
in which you leave your car.

s the endless heat of our Austin sum- 

mer begins to wane and the humidi- 
ty lessens, you are probably seeing more 
people taking to the streets and sidewalks 
to enjoy the outdoors. Every fall, the 
number of walkers and runners in Allan- 
dale increases as training season begins for 
the 3M Half Marathon (January) and the 
Austin Marathon (February). While the 
benefit of having runners and walkers in 
our neighborhood may not be obvious, 
they are a wonderful sign of a healthy 
neighborhood. In fact, pedestrians can be 
considered an “indicator species” of a 
strong neighborhood and should be 
encouraged. 

The most obvious benefit of increased 

foot traffic is that people are actively work-

ing on improving their physical health. 
Being surrounded by healthy behaviors has 
been shown to positively influence others. 
Once healthy behavior is seen as socially 
normal, it becomes contagious. 

Fresh air has also been proven to 
improve mental health by offering stress 
relief, easing depression and increasing 
focus. Post-exercise, those pedestrians are 
more likely to be calmer on the road, 
have increased patience, and may even 
goes as far as smiling, waving and asking 
you about your family. 

A healthy environment nurtures 
healthy people ... and healthy people 
nurture their environment. Pedestrians 
often take care of their routes by picking 
up garbage along the way, raising downed 
garbage cans and reporting broken or 
unsafe conditions to 311. 

Less obvious is how people running 
past your home can affect the neighbor- 
hood itself. Runners act as traffic calming 
devices; vehicles often slow down when 
approaching pedestrians, resulting in safer 
streets. Additionally, the habitual outdoor 
exercisers are the eyes and ears of your 
neighborhood. They notice when things 
are out of place and can tell when some- 
thing looks suspicious. They act as a 
deterrent to crimes of opportunity or are 
on hand to be witnesses. As the old adage 


goes, joggers are the first to stumble upon 
the crime scene. 

Above all, runners and walkers choose 
routes based on how they perceive their 
personal safety. If you see many on your 
street, it means you live in a lower crime 
area with, most likely, lower levels of traf- 
fic. The streets or sidewalks are probably 
well maintained and pleasant to be on. 
Extraordinary neighborhoods attract 
pedestrians. 

Let’s continue to foster a strong, 
healthy and safe community by being 
kind to pedestrians. Their health is good 
for all of us!

Two main reasons: Fewer obstacles to 
trip and fall over than on unpredictable 
sidewalks.

id you know we have high level 

musical theater productions at our 
local high school? MacTheatre, recently 
recognized by Playbill as one of the 23

Two dozen of his works from 
shows including West Side Story, Into the 
Woods, Sweeney Todd, Follies and Com- 
pany will be performed by 30 students 
who prepared for the show over the sum- 
mer by reading Sondheim’s biography, 
absorbing his songs and learning about 
his works and process. 

“I picked this show because I wanted 
our theater students to have the experi- 
ence of mastering Sondheim's quick turn 
of phrase and intricate melodies," Den- 
ning said. “As much as the show is enter- 
taining for the audience, it also represents 
the Olympic gold medal for the musical 
theater performer. Once you've sung 
Sondheim, you can sing anything." 

The show opens on October 15 with 
performances Thursday through Sunday 
for two weeks at the new McCallum Arts 
Center at 5600 Sunshine Drive in central 


Austin. Tickets may be purchased at the 
door or at https://mactheatre.thundertix. 
com/events. Student and group tickets are 
$7; adults are $16 and seniors are $12. 

In April, MacTheatre will debut Pros- 
pect High: Brooklyn before the show's 
off-Broadway opening in the spring. The 
show examines themes of apathy, revenge, 
friendship, trans acceptance, racism, self- 
harm and the power of teachers in giving 
good and bad advice.
